The members of Admiral Dewey's 
family who are stopping at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria did aoh aeem sorprlsed at 
CMr AMtegBlahed relaMve'e early ar- 
rlTml. 

Charles Dewey, of M^-atpeller, Vt., 
the adralral'8 brother, said: 

"This Is not altogether un(xi)fx-fed 
a* we thotigbt the admiral would tio 
here a couple of days before the cele- 
bration. Probably he desired to have 
a coupk- of duyH to kpI Lho ship In good 
condition for the celebration. 

"None of the family will go down 
the bay mfw to eee Uie admiral and 
cone of u« expects to before Tburaday." 

The admlraVa early arrival was n 
matter of greet concern to the city 
andiorltiea who are arraoging for New 
York's official welcome. Seoretary 
Foster of the reception committee went 
to the city liail iMily and at once I.h- 
sued a call for a special meeting of 
tha mumittee^ Mr. Foeter said he 
could not foreeast the committee's ac- 



tion, buit he thought It poesible that 
the (^)mmitt<'c would go to the Olympia 
soon and meet the admiral. 

Mayor Tan Wyck at his office found 
the followlDg talegram: "01yiii(»ia ar- 
rived this morning. Will wo to Tomv- 
klnevllle.. GEORGE DETWEY." 

"Hie mayor advised the calling to- 
gettier of all the city's committees and 
telMm0,w«r^ aent out calling on the 
m 4 ^e rs of tba pfas «ad scope com- 
mlttpe and the various sub-commit- 
tees to nf>eet as quickly as possible at 
the city hall. 

Mr. McKelway, chatrman of the snb- 
eommittee. waa the first to arrlTa. Mr. 
McKelway tlic«i«ht the reception com- 
mittee would wait on Dewey and that 
Dewey would remain In the anchorage 
oC TomykluwflUe until Friday. Then 
4hti r««aUMr rMMVtloa wmdd tall* piaee 

on Friday and !^.tu7>day, aooordlnt tO 
the city's prognm. 

The Sapdy Hook steamer Monmouth 
paased the Olympia early and those on 
board of her were the first to see Ad* 
mlral Dewey. One of the Monmouth'i 
paseengers said: "We saw Admiiral 
Dewey quite plainly. He stood alone 
on t!he quarter deck of the ship. Fif- 
tMo «eet bAlnd him stood eigiht of bis 
r fflcere in uniform. The admiral alone 
of ali the men on board ship acknowl- 
edged the cheers of the p.-issengers and 
crew of the Monmouth. He raised his 
hat, cootlnnally bowteg and amlMng. 
The ship k>ked In fine trim, consider- 
ing her long voyage, but the exterior of 
her hull waa seamed with rusty 
■treaks." 

For the ftrvt time la many yer rs an 
admiral's salute waa fired In New York 
bay. Fiort Hancock saluted wl-tdi 17 
guns when tiie OljmiM* pemed. oom- 
inv In. 

Saw Admiral Dewey* 

There was a demonstratlOB Of an 
offlcit.1 character in Rear Admiral 
fkunpson's fleet off Tompklnsville 
when the news of the Olympia's arri- 
val was received. Signals announcing 
Dewey's £ rrival were hoisted and 
there was considerable cheering, 
which, although a violation of the 
•Urlot rules and regulations of tbo 
fUtTy, waa not ofBclally noticed by the 
commanding officers. I>ater an admi- 
ral's salute was fired and Rear Admi- 
ral Sampson visited AdmdraJ Dewey. 

When the Qiympla resKshed {he up- 
per bay Adtelrttl Dewey found the 
quarantine statlOTi was decorated 
wtt-h 1,600 red, white and blue electric 
lights On the terrace are letters nine 
test ht«h, spelling "welcome home.' 
They are set agailnet a natural back- 
ground of green and show white in the 
day time and will be lighted with elec- 
tricity at qiilht 

When the afrival of the Olympia 
wea made knoiwa the reception com- 
mittee in this city at once communi- 
cated with Rear Adn>iral Philip at the 
Brooklyn navy yard and requested 
him to have all the mail which was 
awaiting the officers and crew of the 
Olympia at once oonveyed to that yes- 
sel. . 

Rear AdiainU PblHp detallM Lieu- 
tenant Dewey, who i« a n^ew of the 
admiral and is attached to the receiv- 
ing sliip Vprniont, to go upon the navy 
yard Tiafllc and pro<«'t'd to Sandy 
Hook to meet the uilinn.il. The tug 
carried bealdes the mall the Manilla 
medal* lar the officers and erew and 
the sliver service for the officers, pre- 
sented by the town of Olympia, Wash- 
ington, and the Defwey aktoM. for tiie 
battleship. 

Admiral Sampson, upon reoelving 
the news off TompklnsTlUe^ detailed 
his chief of staff, Ca«rtaln Cbadwlck, 
of the cruiser New York, to go down 
to Sandy Hook, meet Admiral Dewey 
and conifer wltk him Ml tb wt«i tlfOM 
he baa In view on acopunit at his un- 
expected arrival before Thursday, Che 
day set for the reception. 

Rear AdmLiial Philip gave M aa his 
oplnkm tbait there wouM be no change 
In the original plana for the paval pa- 
rade or Its attendant ceremonies, "^e 
unexpected early arrival of Admiral 
Dewey ia likely to settle a difficulty be- 
tween Governor Rooserelt and the otty 
manybe r s oC the Dewey committee, as 
the governor's plana la the nmtter 
were ma<de for Thursday evening. 

It was reported that the governor 
Intended to aottoipate the mayor's re- 
ception oommMtee by 4poln« down the 
bay on a private yacht and be the first 
man to board the Olympia after her ar- 
rival. After many conferences be- 
<tweeu dilterent members of ibe piau 
and scope commiOtee in the city liall, 
Prealdent Ouggenhelmer of the mu- 
nicipal council telephoned each mem- 
ber of the reoeptioo committee to 
nteen in the council chamber at 2:30 p. 
QL to arrange for a reoeptioo to Admi- 
ral Dewey later in the day. 

The plan, as set forth by President 
Ouggenhelmer under Impromptu sur- 
raofaoHnU made by the admiral's 
early and unexpected arrival, ia that 
the original reception committee after 
file meeting will pro<H'ed by boiit down 
the bay to where the Olympia lies 
anchored.

A Marvelous Escape. 

Maryvlllp. Mo., .Sept. 26. -An Omaha- 
St. Louia train load of excursionists re- 
turning from the Omaha exp<^>sitioM 
were wrecked on a bridge over the 
Platte river here and mlraculoualy es- 
caped Injury. The track spread Just 
before the train passed upon the bridg? 
and the rails were torn up. The bridge 
pcutlally gave way and the engine and 
two coaches toppled over and fell in a 
short, distance, landing on sonte of the 
under timbers. These proved strong 
enough to nup^vort them, and the pas- 
sengers, badly frightened, were able to 
climb out of the windows and doors 
and reach solid ground unlnjurad.

WIU Release Prisoners. 
Maailla, Sept 26.— The two English- 
men who assert' ISiat they were ship- 
wrecked in a small open boat near 
Bigan at the north end of Luzon 
brought a message from the Insurgent 
general, Pantelon Oarcla, that 14 
American prisoners who ars now held 
at Tarlac will be relea'sed on Tuesday 
oro Wednesday. The delay In releas- 
ing these prisoners, as promised sev- 
eral days ago, is due to the fact that 
the Fllipinoe wiirti to fvmieh the men 
with new clothing when they set them 
free. The i:nKlis.limon stated further 
that Lieutenant J. C. Gilmore and the 
captured boat's crew from the York- 
town are stUl at Bigan, but will be re- 
leased later In accordance with the de- 
cision of the Filipino congress and the 
subsequent decree of Aguinaldo pro- 
viding for the surrender of all Ameri- 
can prisoners. The admitted purpose 
of the Filipinos In thus freeing the 
Americans is to Impress foreign powers. 

With the President. 

Washington, ScpL 26.— All the mem- 
bers of th« cabinet attended the meet- 
ing except Secretaries Hay and Gage. 
The meeting was entirely devoid of 
results. A few routine matters were 
taken up and the dispatch of Admiral 
Watson announcinig the details of the 
loss of the gunboat Urdanota was' read. 
The arrangemente tor the Dewey re- 
ception and award piaaeiMatkMi in ibis 
city were gone over and the details 
for the president's western trip wer<; 
discussed. 'I'he pr< Hiil» iit will be ac- 
companied by Mra McKiniey and the 
members of tbe cabinet They wlH 
leave here October 4, tbe morning af- 
ter the Dewey dinner at the White 
Hou.se. and will be gMie about two 
weeks. 

Grlggii Replies to I'lugree. 
Washington, Sept 26.— Attorney 
General Qriggs baa written a reply to 
a letter recently received from Gov- 
ernor Plngree of Michigan. He stiys in 
part: "1 am In receipt of your letter 
of the 21st instant asking me to send 
you a cc^y of my 'opinion to tbe ef- 
fect that under the conatitutlon of the 
Unitid StMtcs coni;res8 can ac/t enact 
a law which wouJd be effective in suj)- 
presslng trusts, so-called.' In reply I 
beg to say that I have never rendered 
either officially or unofficially any 
opinion of thLs kind. On the contrary, 
this department has been engaged in 
bringing numerous i-'uts in the United 
States courts under the Sherman anti- 
trust act o f July 2. 1690. "

ResponBlblllty For the Accident Has 
Hot Ueen l)eterniliic<l but I'a^ 
seuger Train Had the 
Right ef Way. 



Auburn, N. Y., Sept 26.— A head-end 
oolllskia between a New York Oentral 

Passenger train and a freight train oc- 
curred at 6 a. m. Just wes>t of Old Flat 
bottom bridge about a mile west of the 
city, and as a result four people are 
dead, two faitally injured and four aer* 
iously Injured. 

The dead are Emmet Lanctot of 
Rochtcr, engineer on the freight train; 
J. Curry of Rochester, fireman on the 
freight train; James B. King of Ska* 
neatels; R. J. Frew of Geneva, bag- 
gageman on the passenger train. 

Thomas lJugan, engineer oji the pas- 
senger train, waa falaily Injured. 

Others injured were 8. J. Ludolph of 
Rochester, brakeman on the freight 
train, both legs broken and otherwise 
injured. Byron Nellia of Geneva, fire- 
man on tbe passenger train; C. A. Mar- 
tin of Geneva, conductor on the pas- 
senger traltf; Charles Perrons of Ge- 
neva, trainman on the passenger. 

The responsibility for the accident 
has not yet been determined, but tbe 
freight train which la due in the city 
at 1:65 a. m., was running on the time 
of the passenger train and this fact 
was known to Conductor George 
Elghme of licxhesier, who had charge 
of the freight when he ordered his 
tifUn to leave Aurclius.

Senator Goebel Prodaces the 
Proof in the Uallatt 
Case. 



1^9 faRfriaanaeit Waa at New Orieaaa en

Senator Goebel spoke to a large and 
anlhnaiaatic crowd at Versailles Monday 
and during his speech brought up and 
emphatically disposed of a anbfect which 
has been widely discussed in the aoti- 
Ooebel preaa. Senator Goebal reoalled 
the faol that a apeaker for the boltara 
had made an attack upon him and mem- 
bera of hia family, some of whom had 
been twenty yeara In their graYat. Thfa 
speaker had referred offensively to Sera- 
tor Goebel's brothers, both of whom are 
snbatantial and reapeotefl bnaineea men 
in Cincinnati. Senator Goebel had, In 
reply, stated that he, at least, had never 
had a brothor in the penitentiary. 

An effort lias been made to establish 
the belief that Senator Qoebel meant by 
this statement to charge disgrace to the 
fact that a Confederate soldier had been 
confined as a prisoner of war in a North- 
ern penitentiary. "I do not believe," 
aaid Senator Goebel, "that personalities 
•neb as tbii abonld have any place in A 
campaign where great and important 
iaauea are involved, but I want the peo- 
ple of Kentudcy to know that When I 
made that statement I knew ex- 
actly what I waa talking about. I have 
<!•'( tared that I did not refer to a prisoner 
of war. Mr. John W. Caldwell, Col. W. 
C. r. Breckinridge and many others have 
insistently called upon me to furniah the 
evidence for my atatamant, and I want 
to do it." 

Senator Goebel then read a sworn copy 
of the record of the Firat Diatrict Court 
for the Pariah of New Orleana, atating 
that the man to whom he referred had 
on the 10th day of December, 1868, with 
intent to ateal, brokeii into and entered 
the office of P. M. Gill in that parish, 
and had stolen certain law books valued 
at about $100 and a coat valued at HO. 
He also read certified oopiai of Um teati- 
mony of witnesses in the oata. 

B. B. Forman, one at the three attor- 
neys occupying the office, testified that 
the accused had been introduced to him 
as J. R. Hallam, son of a lawyer of New- 
port, Ky., that the accused had tried to 
induce him to cash a check purporting 
to be signed by General L. H. Rousseau, 
that be had refuaed to cash the check, 
that the aocnied had remained in the of- 
fice hII of tlie afternoon, and that when 
be (the witness) left the office the ac- 
cused had obaerved the hiding place of 
the kev of the office door. The witness 
also testified that on the following morn- 
ing the hooka and coat were miaaing. P. 
M. Gill, another attorney occupying the 
office, testified that the accused had 
spent several lioura in the office, and 
that he had met the accused in the street 
after the theft waa committed, wearing 
the coat stolen from the oilice. 

8enator'K}oebel also read the entries 
on the back of the Court records, show- 
ing ttiat the accused had been iiniicteil 
for breaking and entering with intent to 
steal and for larceny, that he had entered 
a plea of not guilty; that he had been 
found guilty of larceny and recommended 
to the mercy of the conrt, and that he 
had been sentenced to tarTatoor montha 
in the parish prison. ' 

"I have been forced to make thia dis- 
closure in self-defense," said Senator Goe- 
bel. "Thia ia the end of the matter as 
far as I am ooncernad. 

"I never aaaail a man unleaa he first 
assails me. I have always avoided eon- 
troveraiea where I could, but whenever 
I have got into one I have dealt the beat 
blow I oonld." [Ohaan and ^n>lanae.] 

The BcLLxriM'a Waahington correspon- 
dent commenting on the above says : 

"We happen to know both of the gen- 
tlemen intimately whoae teatimony Sen- 
ator Goebel brings forward in support of 
hia aaaertions, and can testify that no 
better known nor more influential men 
reside in New Orleans than they. And, 
furthermore no more gallant soldiers 
were' to b« found in the Ooofedarate utai 
than these same affiants in Mr. Goebel's 
interest. No man would be farther than 
they from upholding a false charge 
against a brother Confederate, yet it 
would be hard to find two men who 
would be farther fromsbielilin<< any from 
righteous indignation and punishment, 
be be Confederate* soldier or what not, 
than Benjamin Rice Forman, formerly of 
Kentucky, and P. M. Gill, a native of 
Mittiaaippi, both for many yeara raaidanta 
of Haw Orlea na."

"London, Sept. 26.— The general feel- 
ing. Including that of pro-Boers, as In- 
dicated by articles In the afternoon 
i>«WBpap«r8, is that tht publMied dia- 
patch of tb« aacretarjr of state for the 
colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, to the Brit- 
ish high comcnititiioner in South Af- 
rica, Sir Alf:t;(J Milnor, clears the way 
for the peace U tlie Boera dealrt k. 

In Mur •imat, it la polated'oat M af- 
fords further dday which in the c;;se 
of Great Britain id certainly advan- 
tageous as it give* time for the rein- 
forcement of the garriioas at the 0.90. 
The papan generally, however, express 
the hope that President Kruger will 
now see his way to meet Great Brit- 
ain's viows and the Westminster Ga- 
sette, which is not an antl-Boer paper, 
aay«: "President Kruger and his ad- 
visers still have a chance of aacurlng 
pea<ie with Independence." 

In t^e mcanwhilp the dispatch oi 
troopa to South Africa proceed's unin- 
terruptedly. Three tteld batteries ar- 
rived at Birkenhead and will embarli 
for Durban, Natal. 

A cablcBram from Cape Natal says 
that quantities of stores and ammuni- 
aon are leaving tliare daily. The move- 
ment of troops to Natal is merely .i 
precautionary measure to secure th, 
coal niinos, and Is in nowise In thp 
nature of a menace. Rumors of collis- 
looa should be recslvad with caution 

A dispatch from Pretoria says that 
a Mauser rifle in the hands of n 
burgher, who was practicing with it, 
burst and nearly Icilled him, with the 
raaolt that a greait nnmlber of burghers 
mm gravely concerned at the apparent 
tnaectuity of the new weapon. They 
assert that the rartrldj^ef; are worth- 
less and are appealing to the govern- 
ment to revert to th* Martini or in- 
Testigat* and remedy the grievances. 

The Times ha« a dispatch from Jo- 
'hann'csburg which assorts that the do- 
lay is crea/ting the worst possible im- 
pres*ion in fb* mind* of the burgher? 
vrlio tauotincly boaat that while Qreat 
Britain depreeat«s the delay on the 
fNirt of the Boers »!io Inteationally and 
unnecessarily prolongs the controversy 
beoauae she is afraid to follow up her 
own game of bluff with the arguments 
of foroa. 

Reports are heard on all sides of 
the eagprness of the Boors to start 
hostlllXles and their postponement is 
■aid to be solely due tr «he reatralning 
Jnflueace of' (}en«ral Joubert. It is 
added that It Ih boIiovc<l this Influeno? 
cannot be exeavi.sed much longer. 
There is a circumstantial rumor that 
(Jameral Joubert has received Imipera- 
tlT* ordars from the armsd burghers 
that unless he is prepared to take the 
initiative wlthLn a brief period he 
must f^linqulsh his oommand of the 
army.
